Many Killed When 


Revolution Spreads 
To German Capital 


[ASSOCIATED PRE53 TELEOHAM] 


. London, Nov. 10. (8:57 A. M.)—Severe fighting 


took place in Berlin between six and eight o'clock last 
night and a violent cannonade was heard from the heart 
of the city. The revolution is in full swing in Berlin and 
the red forces occupy the greater part of the German cap- 
ital, according to a Copenhagen dispatch to the Exchange 
Telegraph company quoting Berlin advices sent from 
there at 3 o'clock this morning. 


Many persons were killed and wounded before the 


officers surrendered. The red forces are in control and 
have restored order. 
Strong guards are marching 


through the streets. 


The crown prince's palace has been seized by the 


revolutionists. The people are shouting "Long live the 
republic" and are singing the "Marseillaise." 


When revolutionary soldiers attempted to enter a 


building in which they supposed a number of officers 
were concealed shots were fired from the windows. The 
Reds then began shelling the building. 


When the cannonade began, the people thought the 


reichspank was being bombarded and thousands rushed 
to the square in front of the crown prince's palace. It was 
later determined that other buildings were under fire.

London, Nov. 10.—(2:04 p. m.)—Emperor William 


signed a -letter of abdication Saturday morning at, the 
German grand headquarters, in the presence of Crown 
Prince Frederick William and, Field Marshal Hinden- 
burg, according to a dispatch from Amsterdam to the 
Exchange Telegraph company. < 


The German crown prince signed his renunciation 


to the throne shortly afterward. 


It is believed that King Ludwig of Bavaria and King 


Frederick August of Saxony have also abdicated. 


The ex-kaiser and the former crown prince were ex- 


pected to take leave of their troops on Saturday, but noth- 
ing, has been settled regarding their future movements. 


Before placing his signature to the document, an 


urgent message from Philip Scheidmann, who was a 
socialist member without portfolio in the cabinet was 
handed to the emperor. He read it with a shiver. Then 
he signed the paper, saying: 


"It may be for the good of Germany." 
The emperor was deeply moved. He consented to 


sign the document only when he received the news of the 
latest events in the empire.

Berlin Wireless Explains Delay 


Washington, Nov. 10.—(Wireless.)—A wireless dispatch from the German 


Nauen station, picked up by the American naval towers, says it has been officially 
explained in Berlin that the courier bearing the armistice terms has been delayed in 
crossing the lines by an explosion on the German side, but that the terms could be 
expected at any hour. 


"It has been officially reported concerning the delay in transmission of the arm- 


istice conditions sent on ninth Qf November by wireless from Eiffel tower the couri- 
er made the statement that he could not pass the lines since the Germans had not 
ceased firing. He was probably led to this decision by circumstances that on Ger- 
man side an ammunition depot had caught on fire and was blown up with continuous 
detonations. Courier had the circumstances explained to him by wireless and re- 
ceived directions immediately to cross the lyie. Arrival of armistice expected at any 
lour in Berlin.

Washington, Nov. 10.—Unless a revolutionary government in 


Germany definitely repudiates the authority of the German armistice 
commissioners now within the allied lines, the belief here is that the 
revolt spreading through the enemy country will not prevent General 
Foch from accepting the signature of the envoys and proceeding to 
put the armistice conditions into effect. 


According to official information, the armistice delegation came 


with full powers and is authorised to sign terms, although it elected 
to send a courier back to grand headquarters before acting. More- 
over, the object of the revolutionists assumed to be peace and since 
signing of the armistice is the shortest road to immediate' peace it is 
thought the revolutionaries will not seek to interfere. 


If there should be a repudiation of the envoys or if what is hap- 


pening in Berlin should delay an answer beyond the time allowed by 
Marshal Foch—11 o'clock tomorrow morning—the American and al- 
lied armies would continue their advance and hostilities probably 
would end through the surrender of individual military units on the

She did go out on 
the ride, but after she got home she 
had a severe chill, and in a few davs 
she was dead. 


The management of one large fa«- 


tory in a town where the disease has 
prevailed, showed how it can be handl- 
ed. The owners were no doubt moved 
both by generosity to their help, and by 
the feeling that it was poor business 
to let the disease get a s,tart. They 
provided doctors and nurses, and when 
one of their employes got the influ 
cnza, they sent him right home, and 
had a doctor and nurse call. The same 
thing was done when members of the 
families of the help were taken sick 
As a result, not one death was report 
ed in all the 2,000 families connected 
with that mill. If that policy could be 
followed 
everywhere, the 
influenza 


would not be very fatal.

In widely differing communities—

rious ceremony, that of throwing the 
dart. In the first case this is an an- 
cient custom signifying the marriage 
of the Adriatic. Every year since 1177, 
on Ascension day, Venice has been 
made the bride at the sea, and the 
throwing of the dart Is a picturesque 
feature of a picturesque ceremony. 


Equally interesting are the circum- 


stances attaching to the similar func- 
tion on the first Thursday of Septem- 
ber In Cork harbor, Ireland. 


By t virtue of a clause in the city 


charter the mayor of Cork Is consti- 
tuted admiral of the port. Every three 
years he must evidence his jurisdic- 
tion by throwing a dart Into the sea. 
At two o'clock In the afternoon tb 
mayor, the town council, all the civic 
officers, and the band of the Cork civi 
artillery embark on a vessel and pro- 
ceed to a point between Poor Head 
and Cork Head, which is held to be 
the maritime boundary of the borough 


The mayor dons his official robes 


snd, attended by the mace and sword- 
bearer, the city treasurer and the town 
clerk, likewise wearing their official 
robes, goes to the prow of the vessel 
and launches Into the sea a dart made 
of mahogany tipped and winged with 
bronze, in this way asserting his au- 
thority as lord high admiral of the 
port.

Today in Kandy, the Old-Timo Cap- 


ital of Ceylon. 


The old-time capital of Ceylon ia a 


city rich with the usual picturesque- 
ness of the East, and having two or 
three unusual points about it as well. 
In Kandy you will find the Rodaya 
caste, one of the few Buddhist castes 
whose origin is a matter of history. 
Kandy, too, contains the most sacred 
object In the Orient, no less a relic 
than a tooth of Buddha. These two 
features are Kandy's principal claims 
to fame and interest. 


It Is written that the Rodaya had 


their origin In the sentence pronounced 
by an old-time king, who charged that 
they served his table with the flesh of 
pigs Instead of the flash of deer. For 
this crime he made them the lowest 
of all castes, and their lot has not 
been a happy one. There are perhaps 
500 of them left today; they may be 
seen daily around the outskirts of 
Kandy. They are not allowed to live 
in houses, but Inhabit miserable lean- 
tos.

ENROUTE TO FRANCE 


Corporal 
Charles 
W. Beecher of 
Marysville. a grandson of James \Vjl- 
loughby of Outville. died on a transport 
en route to France, October 9. accord- 
ing to word received by "VVilloughby. 
He was the son of Mr. and Mrs. Zina 
Beecher. and besides his parents he is 
survived by his widow who is at pres- 
ent with her mother in Peona. 


Corporal Beecher enlisted in June and 
took special training in Cincinnati and 
was soon transferred to Camp Forrest 
Ga.. 
and later to Camp Upton. Long Is- 


land, from which place he sailed about 
September 29. He was a member of a 
company of engineers. 


In a letter to the widow. Chaplain P. 


(Compiled from A. P. Dispatches.) 
Germany's answer to the allied terms 
for an armistice is not expected to 
reach Marshal Foch's headquarters un- 
til the middle of this (Saturday) after- 
noon at the very earliest. 
The courier left for Spa, the German 
headquarters, immediately after 
the 
terms were delivered and the enemy 
hud been given 72-hours in which to 
send his answer. 
Few details of the terms have been 


divulged, nor have any of the dramatic- 
elements of the scene at the allied com- 
mander-m-chief's headquarters been re- 
ported. Nothing but the briefest des- 
patches have told of an event the con- 
sequences of which will affect 
the 
whole subsequent history of civiliza- 
tion. 
In the meantime the allied armies 
are grimly sticking to their task of 
driving the foe from the soil of France. 
No one can exactly locate the line 
where the contending armies are fight- 
ing today. It is known, however, that 
the French have reached Mezieres and 
that the British have captured Avesnes. 
It is probable that the Germans now 
hold a strip of French soil not over 
six or seven miles in width from east 
of Valenciennes to the south bank of 
the Moselle river. Further south the 
line runs along the frontier, but is no- 
where more than a. couple of miles 
west of Germany's domain. 
This fact and the obvious ability of 
the allied armies to complete their tri- 
umph 
over the 
enemy, 
may bring 
about a quick decision by the military 
chiefs of Germany. Emperor William 
is at Spa, it is said, and it is consid- 
ered possible that the armistice mission 
now at Marchal Foch's headquarters 
may receive instructions by wireless. 
Bavaria has been declared a republic 
and the Wittelsbach dynasty, headed 
by King Ludwig III. is deposed. Em- 
peror Wililam's abdication has been de- 
manded by the socialists, but has been 
met with refusal from the emperor, 
who fears to quit office at such a crit- 
ical juncture in the history of Ger- 
many. 
The revolution is seemingly rapidly 
spreading through the great industrial 
and maritime cities of Prussia, Essen, 
the site of the great Krupp munition 
works, being the latest place reported

Other requirements are: One month's 
hospital training in a hospital accredit- 
ed by the Red Cross, or in one of the 
recently-established emergency 
hospi- 
tals; robust health certified to after ex- 
amination by a physician; two letters of 
recommendation as to loyalty, character 
and fitness for this service; must not 
have husband, son or father in service. 
The Red Cross will pay to such appli- 
cants $30 per month, transportation and
